HEN business was very young, 
there was practically no adver­ 
tising* 
None was necessary. The 
traveling 
m erchant 
of 
ancient 
times 
brought merchandise from distant parts 
and displayed it before e a jeer purchasers. 
He was welcomed at every village, for the 
visit of a merchant was an occasion of 
note, 
He did not have to announce his 
arrival nor to advertise the wares he had 
brought to town. 
Every villager with the 
means to buy would make it a |M>iut to 
find out whether I hi* m erchant had any­ 
thing he m ight want. 


When the first blacksmith set up his 
forge, he did not need to advertise for 
trade. 
The village cooper did not need to 
proclaim the usefulness of his barrels in 
the ageing of wine. The wheelwright was 
an expert whom everybody knew. In those 
olden days, the great business problem 
was not how to sell goods but rath er how 
to make more of them and how to tran s­ 
port them to people who were willing to 
buy. 


The passage of centuries has brought 
many changes in the nature of industry 
and business. 
Besides making our econo­ 
mic relationships more complicated, the 
advance of civilization has reversed the 
m ajor problem of business. 
Modern fac­ 
tories can easily produce more than the 
essentials of life for everybody. 
The 
problem bas shifted from th at of making 
goods to that of selling them , for the prod­ 
ucts must be sold if factories are to keep 
running. 
They m ust be kept running to 
sustain our high standard of living. 


People are not born with an instinct for 


buying new products without knowing 
how desirable they are. 
Advertising is 
designed chiefly to give this information 
and thus it helps to sell quickly the many 
excellent articles which raise living stand­ 
ards. 


W ithout advertising, it would Is* im­ 
possible to sell the great volume of goods 
which people now buy. 
If business did 
not make use of advertising in distribut­ 
ing its products, there would be a great 
decline in total sales. 
This would reduce 
everybody’s income. 


The whole process of producing goods, 
earning income, and buying merchandise 
is a closed circle which has no particular 
starting point. 
Neither producing, nor 
earning, nor buying is any more im portant 
than the other two. 
If we w ant plentiful 
production, we m ust have plentiful buy­ 
ing as well as adequate income. 


Advertising is the greatest stim ulator 
of buying ever known to business. 
The 
advertising of good products keeps them 
constantly before the public. 
As we lim p­ 
ly ever act upon first suggestion, we need 
many reminders before we actually buy 
even those articles which we know we 
want. 
Advertising brings us the first in­ 
formation about a new or improved prod­ 
uct and keeps telling us about it until we 
know what it will mean to possess it. 


The rapid grow th of business and re­ 
covery from a depression depend entirely 
upon the readiness of consumers to buy 
the products of industry. 
Under modern 
conditions, good advertising is one of the 
most necessary factors in expanding busi­ 
ness volume. 
Its effectiveness is essential 
to the national welfare.
